Councilman Mitch O’Farrell, 

We are currently the tenants at 143 S Burlington (in the Westlake area). As you may be aware, this building 
was one of the 3 buildings that were involved in the rent strike, last year, against then-owner “1979 Ehrlich 
Investment Trust”, (Lisa Ehrlich). 

On September 19, 2019, we were notified that the buildings were sold to 29SC Burlington, LP. and 60-day 
notices were issued to the tenants of this building on October 1, 2019. 

According to the notices we will need to vacate the premises by November 30, 2019. The buildings are 
currently undergoing extensive renovations. We were unofficially advised (this information was not provided 
in writing) that if we choose to stay we will have the option of moving into one of the renovated units but the 
rent will be increased by $600 

As you can imagine, these are very stressful times for the tenants at 143 Burlington. We had not yet 
recovered from the stress and strain of the rent strike, only to be blindsided by being asked to leave the 
homes that we have fought to stay in. 

The holiday season is fast approaching, but instead of giving thanks and caroling we will be praying to keep 
a roof over our heads. How do we tell our children that there is no Christmas this year because we are being 
asked to permanently vacate our homes? 

Because we are being asked to leave prior to January 1, 2020, we will not be protected by AB1482. That 
means that we are vulnerable and without any recourse at this time. 

During the rent strike, you expressed that your hands were tied because we stopped paying rent. The tenants 
are already united and this time we fully intend to continue paying the amount of our current rent. With that 
in mind, we are asking for your support in helping us to remain in our homes.
